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If we follow the process of decay 
which takes place in the grave, it 
will be found that living organisms 
take part in the decay of the buried 
body, just.as they do when beef or 
mutton is consumed by man. In 
absolutely pure air flesh does not 
decay, and is in fact preserved for an 
indefinite time. But air is very sel- 
dom absolutely pure, for in it is an 
infinite number of floating micro- 
organisms, either as spores or fully 
developed. On the tops of mountains 
these organisms, which are named 
bacilli, bacteria, or micrococci, are 
sparsely found. In the air of the 
country they are common, in that of 
towns they abound, over sewers or 
above church yards they positively 
swarm. What are they? Are they 
plants or animals ? This is a question 
that science has not yet decided. 
Chemists are inclined to consider 
them animals of a very low type, 
because animals are chiefly engaged 
in performing analytical functions, 
that is, pulling organic matter to 
pieces, while plants rform syn- 
thetical functions, that is, building up 
complex organic matter out of simple 
materials, for example, moulding or- 
ganisms out of carbonic acid, water, 
and ammonia. Now, the great func- 
tion of these micro-organisms which 
play such an important part in the 
economy of the world is to convert 
potential energy into actual energy, 
or, to put it more simple, to convert 
— affinities into active affinities. 

n organized matter there is fora time 
the repose of the chemical attractions 
of those four elements—carbon, hy- 
drogen, nitrogen, and oxygen, which 
constitute the great bulk of the body. 
The micro-organisms are engaged in 
the resolution of the dead body into 

_those active forms of chemical energy 
—carbonic acid, water, and ammonia. 
When these innumerable little beings 
have free play, they are the greatest 
benefactors to the human race, for 
they are the most powerful of all 
scavengers, and they purify air, water, 
and soil so as to render them fit for 
the living. But if you oppose their 
free action by restricting their access 
by shutting out the free circulation 
of air necessary to their life functions 
they become intensely malignant in 
their character, the true vampires of 
the dead, for they fly about planting 
themselves in the blood of the liv- 
ing and producing our well-known 
epidemic diseases—zy motic, or ‘‘filth”’ 
diseases. In the fiuids of patients 
suffering from such diseases these 
micro-organisms swarm. Mankind 
has only recently recognized how 
much we owe tothe micro-organisms. 
Wine and beer are produced by their 
agency; by them vinegar is formed ; 
by them we get those vast beds of 
saltpeter or niter, which is one of the 
forms into which they convert decay- 
ing matter. Our ancestors used to 
live with rushes.onthe floors. When 
the rushes became filthy,new ones 
Were put on the top, and frequently 
accumulated to considerable thick- 
ness. Then the dreaded ‘‘petremen”’ 
of the king came and insisted on 
digging up the clay floor which had 

ome saturate with saltpeter 
formed by these busy micrococci, 
in order to save the inhabitants trom 

tilence produced by their filthy 

abits. 

These little organisms, whether 
they be plants or animals, are in- 
finite benefactors to the human race 
or terrible scourges, according as mafi 
is obedient to the wise laws of the 
Creator.—{Sir Lyon Playfair, in Good 
Words.

Good Showing of a Western

FATAL SHOOTING AFFRAY. 


An Atlantic and Pacific Passenger 
Train Derailed.

A Karber Shot. 
EL Paso, Tex., May 6. 
Edward Boulinguy, of New Orleans, 
receutly a resident of the City of Mex- 
ico, shot and killed a negro barber 
named Alfred Kenard here to-day. 


Kenard was called to the Vendome 
Hotel to shave a friend ot Bonlinguy, 
named Marcotte, also from New Or- 
leans, who is too lame to leave his 
room. The barber charged one dollar. 
He was offere 175 cents,but refused it. 
He wentaway and a little later met 
Boulinguy outside the botel. Kenard 
raised a stone and threw it at Boullin- 
guy,who shot Kenard just as he threw 
the stone, Boulinguy is in jail. He 
isa member of one of the oldest and 
best known Creole families in New 
Orleans. His father was a member of 
Congress and a Judge.

A Prominent Piute Unbosoms 
Himself to a “Gazette” KHe- 
porter. 

Captain Johnson Sides, probably 
the most intelligent of the Piute 
tribe, was asked yesterday by a 
GAZETTE reporter if the Indians of 
Western Nevada favor the idea of 
sending their children to the Gov- 
erument echool at Grand Junction, 
Colorado, whereupon our old friend 
said: “Well, may-be pretty good. 
I like ’em. Injun he don’t know. 
Nine boys went last week from res- 
ervation, oue from Wadsworth, one 
from Winnemucea, four from Elko, 
beside Captain Dave, who goes to 
inspect the school, There’s not 
many boy ’mong Piutes to go, of 
proper age. The Washoes don’t 
know whether to go or not. They 
want to wait till the school is buiit 
in Carson. At Watker River Injun 
say it may be good in Colorado, but 
they don’t want to chance it, 
They'd rather stay at home where 
they bive a school already, aud 
where they know whatitis. I tell 
‘em, ‘you can doas you please. | 
don’task you to go,’ School is a 
good thing. I know it, because I’ve 
bin there myself. If I hado’t bin 
tov school and I Know whit we are 
—what we might to be, I’d be as 
bad as rest of Injuns. If Injun 
don’t go to schoo! they grow up 
bad, drink ’um whisky and spoil 
themselves. I kuow the Govern- 
ment law give us good privilege— 
give us good advive, so I tell not old 
man—but all people how we must 
behave yourself. Must tell ’um 
boy not drink ’um whisky. It make 
‘um bad think. Soif we do have 
difficulties, who could assist us to 
get damage? ‘Don’t you buy knife.’ 
Isay. ‘If you buy anything buy 
shot-gun for to kill duck and rabbit. 
Buy Henry rifle to go for deer. That's 
a good thing.’”’ That's what I tell 
‘um oft time. ‘Dou’t buy volvers. 
Volvers dangerous. You might 
kill ’um somebody.
